and insurance stocks, through

or 
retirem ent 
plans, through life insurance 
annuities, etc. 
Altogether, these individuals 
own nine-tenths of the common 
stock of the com panies and 
represent more than 6.5 per cent 
of the nation’s total population. 
In addition, shares in the six 
companies 
are 
held 
by

colleges and universities and 
about 
1,000 
c h a rita b le 
organizations. 
In releasing the study, API 
president Frank N. Ikard said 
that millions more individuals 
would be involved if data were 
available for the hundreds of 
sm aller oil companies in this 
country. The institute sponsored 
the study, he said, “ to correct 
the notion that the oil companies 
are owned by a handful of 
m illionaires.” 
There are, to be sure, some 
millionaires in the group. The

discussing current events with 
old friends is itself newsworthy. 
It m eans the form er President 
lias snapped out of his deep 
melancholy. 
Our sources say he still has a 
hollow, haunted look. He hasn’t 
regained his iost weight, and 
there are circles under his eyes. 
But his mental outlook, they say, 
is healthy. 
He 
is 
contrite 
about 
his 
Watergate mistakes and con­ 
cerned about what the American 
people think of him, according to 
friends. He desperately hopes he 
can regain enough stature so 
that he will be permitted “to 
make 
a contribution to the 
country.” It isn’t public office 
hut an advisory role that he 
would like, say his friends. 
Because of his experience in

Chiefs tell Ford Ignore deficit: 
Make it a $400 billion budget 


WASHINGTON 
- F irst they 
lunched in one of the Treasury 
D epartm ent s sm all executive 
dining rooms on its special -- 
lean roast heel. Then they -- 
powerful men in labor and in­ 
dustry -- walked across to the 
White House, went quietly into 
the Cabinet room and held their 
first 
se c re t 
closed-door 
discussion in months. 
That 
was 
about

p.m., 
Thursday April 24, a few hours 
after 
President 
Ford, 
who 
conferred with them, had talked 
with 
Vice 
President 
Nelson 
Rockefeller. 
This was the prestigious White 
H ouse 
L abor 
M anagem ent 
Committee, pledged to silence 
by 
its 
co o rd in ato r 
L abor 
Secretary John Dunlop. 
The com m ittee has had great 
influence on Jerry Ford - and in 
the main is responsible for the 
tax rebate idea. But now its 
most persuasive m em ber, AFL- 
CIO president George Meany, 
appears to be campaigning for a 
$400 billion annual budget. 
Further, the labor elder has 
been saying, let no one worry 
about the deficit. This nation can 
take a $100 billion deficit, Meany 
asserts. 
In the Cabinet room’s con­ 
fid en tial 
confines 
(w hich 
recently has seen more labor 
chiefs than Cabinet officers) 
Meany spoke forcefully about 
the 
jobless. 
He 
analyzed 
unemployment in human term s, 
not statistics. At that moment he 
was preparing to dispatch a 
letter to all U.S. Senators urging 
them to add some nine billion 
dollars to the alm ost $70 billion 
budget deficit for public works 
and public jobs.

room that 
Thursday afternoon President 
Ford listened. Reportedly he 
raised no objections. As in other 
meetings that included labor 
chiefs, he was sym pathetic. 
The President and most of the 
men around the Cabinet table 
knew then that the May 2 
unemployment statistics would 
run higher than the previously 
reported 8.7 per cent jobless. 
And many of them believed that 
the figure would soon top 10 per 
cent. 
Top beat this, Meany has been 
urging huge spending on ac­ 
celerated public works, public 
service em ployment, aid for 
local governments, housing and 
health 
in su ran c e 
for 
the 
unemployed. 
And around the Cabinet table 
there also was talk about the 
need to give the nation’s public 
utilities “a shot in the arm.” 
Many^were hard pressed for 


cash. There was need of ex- 
panded facilities. But without

No country in the world has, over the period of so many 
years, enjoyed the degree of free and unfettered en­ 
terprise as the United States. True, the encroachments of 
government control over private industry have b een 
growing, and the mismanagement of money by Congress 
has had devastating results. But despite these powerful 
body blows, the fantastic strength of the capitalist 
system in America still enables us to enjoy a standard of 
living which is unheard of in many other parts of the 
world. 
Confirmation of this fact has come from, of all places, 
the United Nations — no friend of America. The truth is 
revealed in the official “1975 World Population Data 
Sheet,’’ published by the Population Division of the UN. In 
addition to providing population figures, the data sheet 
also provides the per capita gross national product 
(GNP) expressed in U.S. dollars. And for the 214 million 
people in America, the GNP is $5,590. 
This compares to $1,400 for the much-vaunted Socialist

If we wish 
to enjoy our standard of living every last one of us must 
do his utmost to strengthen and preserve the free en­ 
terprise segment of our economy, and we must bend 
every effort to curtail and diminish the government 
segment of our economy. This means we must reduce the 
number of workers employed by the government, and 
expand the numbers of workers engaged in truly 
productive labor.

Further, the labor elder has 
been saying, let no one worry 
about the def icit.

I have read that testosterone 
can be given to overcome it. 
Would it help? Does it swell the 
remaining prostate and cause 
more trouble to develop. Is 
anything better in the hormone 
line that can be taken to remove 
the impotency? 
DEAR READER - There 
are many causes of impotency. 
Some young men have it on a 
psychological basis, often from 
inexperience and lack of con­ 
fidence. 
Impotence can also be caused 
by 
many o t he r me di ca l 
problems besides psychological 
factors. Diabetes is a classic 
exam ple. By affecting the 
nerves necessary to a response, 
impotence develops. 
For a 
more complete discussion of 
impotence write to me in care 
of this newspaper at P.O. Box 
1551, Radio City Station, New 
York, N.Y. 10019, and ask for 
my report on impotence. Send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope and 50 cents to cover 
costs. 
About half of American men 
at age 75 are impotent. This 
may have something to do with 
our living habits that result in 
fatty cholesterol deposits that 
in turn affect the male sex 
organs as well as causing heart 
attacks and strokes. It follows 
that about half of men in this 
age group are not impotent. 
A gradual decline in male 
hormone levels can contribute 
to impotence. However, men 
with relatively low male hor­ 
mone levels often function well, 
so it is not just a matter of hor­ 
mones in every case. When a 
man has had some unsatisfac­ 
tory experiences and loses his 
confidence then he may get 
over his lack of confidence just 
by the faith he has in any 


medicine he takes, whethei 
that is bark of a so-callec 
magical tree or male sex hor­ 
mones. The brain is a very im­ 
portant factor in performance. 
Older men can lose confidence, 
too, just as well as younger 
men. Loss of sexual capacity in 
both men and women is often a 
sign of depression. This is one 
more reason why a person at 
any age with this symptom 
needs medical attention. 
It often happens that men 
who are in the age group to 
need prostate surgery are also 
in the age group when im­ 
potence is more common. The 
impotence then may follow sur­ 
gery, not because of the opera­ 
tion, but because it was going to 
happen anyway. There is a very 
low incidence of impotence 
after the type of prostate sur­ 
gery that you have had. 
Doctors are reluctant to give 
much male hormone to men 
who are in the age group to 
develop cancer of the prostate 
or those who have already had 
some form of prostate difficul­ 
ty 
It is true that if there really is 
a deficiency in male hormone 
that giving testosterone may 
help. Whether that is a wise 
course of action depends entire­ 
ly on the total medical picture. 
W h e t h e r 
you 
need 
testosterone or something else 
depends on the cause of the im­ 
potence. If you have poor cir­ 
culation to your sexual organs 
then taking testosterone will 
not correct the problem. If your 
problem is from underlying 
diabetes then male hormone is 
useless. In such cases the male 
hormone production may be en­ 
tirely normal, it is the nerves 
that don’t work. And, if it is 
psychological you might get 
psychic benefit, but you could 
get that from sugar pills. 
Time and training often help 
men return to an active sex life, 
particularly when they have a 
problem in loss of confidence.

Impotence and

D EA R DR. LAM B - About 
two years ago I had a prostate 
gland operation through the 
urethra. Since that time I have 
become impotent. Is that a 
result of the operation? 
I have read that testosterone 
can be given to overcome it. 
Would it help? Does it swell the 
remaining prostate and cause 
more trouble to develop. Is 
anything better in the hormone 
line that can be taken to remove 
the impotency? 
D EA R R E A D E R - There 
are many causes of impotency. 
Some young men have it on a 
psychological basis, often from 
inexperience and lack of con­ 
fidence. 
Impotence can also be caused 
by 
m any o th e r m e d ic a l 
problems besides psychological 
factors. Diabetes is a classic 
example. B y affecting the 
nerves necessary to a response, 
impotence develops. 
For a 
more complete discussion of 
impotence write to me in care 
of this newspaper at P.O. Box 
1551, Radio City Station, New 
York, N.Y. 10019, and ask for 
my report on impotence. Send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope and 50 cents to cover 
costs. 
About half of American men 
at age 75 are impotent. This 
may have something to do with 
our living habits that result in 
fatty cholesterol deposits that 
in turn affect the male sex 
organs as well as causing heart 
attacks and strokes. It follows 
that about half of men in this 
age group are not impotent. 
A gradual decline in male 
hormone levels can contribute 
to impotence. However, men 
with relatively low male hor­ 
mone levels often function well, 
so it is not just a matter of hor­ 
mones in every case. When a 
man has had some unsatisfac­ 
tory experiences and loses his 
confidence then he may get 
over his lack ol confidence just 
by the faith he has in any 


medicine he takes, whethei 
that is bark of a so-callec 
magical tree or male sex hor 
mones. The brain is a very im 
portant factor in performance. 
Older men can lose confidence, 
too, just as well as younger 
men. Loss of sexual capacity in 
both men and women is often a 
sign of depression. This is one 
more reason why a person at 
any age with this symptom 
needs medical attention. 
It often happens that men 
who are in the age group to 
need prostate surgery are also 
in the age group when im 
potence is more common. The 
impotence then may follow sur­ 
gery, not because of the opera­ 
tion, but because it was going to 
happen anyway. There is a very 
low incidence of impotence 
after the type of prostate sur­ 
gery that you have had. 
Doctors are reluctant to give 
much male hormone to men 
who are in the age group to 
develop cancer of the prostate 
or those who have already had 
some form of prostate difficul­ 
ty 
It is true that if there really is 
a deficiency in male hormone 
that giving testosterone may 
help. Whether that is a wise 
course of action depends entire­ 
ly on the total medical picture. 
W h e t h e r 
you 
need 
testosterone or something else 
depends on the cause of the im­ 
potence. If you have poor cir­ 
culation to your sexual organs 
then taking testosterone will 
not correct the problem. If your 
problem is from underlying 
diabetes then male hormone is 
useless. In such cases the male 
hormone production may be en­ 
tirely normal, it is the nerves 
that don’t work. And, if it is 
psychological you might get 
psychic benefit, but you could 
get that from sugar pills. 
Time and training often help 
men return to an active sex life, 
particularly when they have a 
problem in loss of confidence.

Men under age 26 ranked 
music and sex in a first place tie. 
Those 26 to 39 ranked sex alone 
as No. 1. Those 40 to 55 ranked 
family first, and nature and sex 
second. 
Between the ages of 56 and 64, 
employment ranked No. 1 with, 
men, with sex and sports tied for 
eighth place. After age 64, sex 
ranked 15th, again tied with 


sports. 
None of the age groups of 
women ranked sex 
as their 
prim ary interest. 
Those under 2« ranked music, 
nature, family and travel ahead 
of sex. Between 26 and 39, they 
ranked sex with their jobs, in 
fourth 
place, 
after 
family, 
nature and travel and music. 


Middle 
aged 
women 
even 
ranked housework, sleeping and 
television ahead of sex. For 
them fam ily cam e first.

Supermarket shoppers found 
a wide range of price decreases 
last month, according to an 
Associated Press marketbasket 
survey. But the family grocery 
bill still is 12.4 per cent higher 
than 
it 
was 
last 
year. 
A 
government report, meanwhile, 
indicates the savings may be 
short lived. 
The AP survey showed the 
price 
of 
the 
marketbasket 
decreased during April in every 
city checked, with an average 
drop of 2.9 per cent. But the total 
in every city also was above the 
level at the end of April 1974. 
The 
U.S. 
D epartm ent 
of 
Agriculture said in a report 
issued Wednesday that prices 
paid to farm ers increased 4 per 
cent from March 15 to April 15, 
the first rise after five months of 
declines. 
That could touch off another 
round of price boosts in food at 
the supermarket, but it often 
takes several months for in­ 
creases or decreases at the farm 
level to filter through to the 
retail level. 
Farm prices are still 7 per 
cent below what they were a 
year ago and although prices for 
both cattle and hogs went up 
from March 15 to April 15, 
farm ers got less for eggs and 
milk. 
Consumers never got the full 
benefit of the steady decline in 
prices paid to farm ers, because 
middlemen, arguing that their 
other costs 
were rising, said 
they could not afford to pass on

the savings. 
The AP drew up a random list 
of 15 food and nonfood items, 
checked the price on March 1, 
1973, at a supermarket in each of 
13 cities and has rechecked at 
the start of each succeeding 
month. 
The 
latest 
survey 
showed 
continuing 
decreases 
in 
the 
price of sugar and, for the first 
time, the decline was reflected 
in the cost of items made with 
sugar. The price of chocolate 
chip cookies dropped in 12 of 13 
cities checked, reflecting a cut 
by the manufacturer about a 
month earlier. 
Other savings 
result from 
price cutting by som e super­ 
market chains, particularly in 
Chicago where retailerss are 
engaged in a virtual price war. 
Onthe negative side.detergent 
was up in eight cities and there 
were scattered increases in the 
price of beef items like chopped 
chuck and frankfurters.

Grocery savings 
to be short-lived

The A P survey showed the 
price 
of

marketbasket 
decreased during April in every 
city checked, with an average 
drop of 2.9 percent. But the total 
in every city also was above the 
level at the end of April 1974. 
The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture said in a report 
issued Wednesday that prices 
paid to farmers increased 4 per 
cent from March 15 to April 15, 
the first rise after five months of 
declines. 
That could touch off another 
round of price boosts in food at 
the supermarket, but it often 
takes several months for in­ 
creases or decreases at the farm 
level to filter through to the 
retail level 
Farm prices are still 7 per 
cent below what they were a 
year ago and although prices for 
both cattle and hogs went up 
from March 15 to April 15, 
farmers got less for eggs and 
milk. 
Consumers never got the full 
benefit of the steady decline in 
prices paid to farmers, because 
middlemen, arguing that their 
other costs 
were rising, said 
they could not afford to pass on 


the savings. 
The AP drew up a random list 
of 15 food and nonfood items, 
checked the price on March 1, 
1973, at a supermarket in each of 
13 cities and has rechecked at 
the start of each succeeding 
month.

cows are led according to what 
they produce, you should still 
profit by leeding concentrates.” 
said Hillman 
“Cows usually produce about 
1.2 to 1.4 pounds of milk for each 
pound of concentrates they eat 
as long as you aren 't feeding 
more than one pound of grain for 
each 3 to 3.5 pounds of milk 
produced 
“ Feeding at a heavier rate is 
probably costing you money. 
“ If you must cut back on the 
amount of grain fed, you will 
lose less money by skipping on 
the low producers. ” 
Hillman cited figures which 
showed that a dairym an would 
lose 25 cent per cow per day by 
reducing the grain fed to a 
14.000-pound producer by five

dairym an only 17 cents a day. 


"As a rule,” said Hillman, “ a 
dairym an can figure out how 
much he can afford for grain by 
looking at his milk prices. He 
should be paying not m ore than 
1.2 tim es the net value of 100 
pounds of milk -• after deducting 
hauling and fees. 


“Suppose the milk price is 
$8 40 a hundred and hauling and 
fees are 40 cents. That leaves 
you a net value for your milk of 
(8. That tim es 1.2 is $9.60 - your 


break even point. II grain costs 
you any more than that, you’re 
losing money .” 
As dairym en strive to cut 
costs by reducing grain fed to 
their anim als, Hillman warned 
them about the “ negative ef­

WASHINGTON (AP) - Even 
if Congress votes to raise farm 
price supports against adminis­ 
tration wishes, a farm bill veto 
message sent to Capitol Hill by 
President Ford on Thursday 
represented another milestone 
in the career of Earl L. Butz.

Butz favors more reliance on 
cash markets, not on govern­ 
ment payments. 
Second, Ford’s veto message 
included signals that Butz had 
won a struggle within the ad­ 
ministration. 
Ford gave strong support to 
farm exports in his veto mes­ 
sage.

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dent said, the administration 
will “make every effort” to 
maintain the huge farm export 
flow without the impediments 
of federal restrictions.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Even 
if Congress votes to raise farm 
price supports against adminis­ 
tration wishes, a farm bill veto 
message sent to Capitol Hill by 
President Ford on Thursday 
represented another milestone 
in the career of Earl L. Butz.

In vetoing the farm 
bill. Ford gave Butz a thump­ 
ing vote of confidence. 
First, as Butz has said re­ 
peatedly,

increase federal price supports

commodities, 
in­ 
cluding wheat, corn and cotton. 
Butz favors more reliance on 
cash markets, not on govern­ 
ment payments. 
Second, Ford’s veto message 
included signals that Butz had 
won a struggle within the ad­ 
ministration 
Ford gave strong support to 
farm exports in his veto mes 
sage. In the future, the Presi- 
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dent said, the administration 
will "make every effort” to 
maintain the huge farm export 
flow without the impediments 
ol lederal restrictions.
